A Regulation to amend the Dadra and Nagar Haveli (Laws)

tution, the President is pleased to promulgate the following Regula¬ 
tion made by him: — 

1. (1) This Regulation may be called the Dadra and Nagar Haveli Short tick

such contingency, continue to apply to such area or such group or 
class of persons.”.
